Campaign wins fight 
to protect meadows 


A NATURE reserve renowned for 
its outstanding wildlife will be 
protected from development and 
neglect for centuries to come. 

Ely Pits and Meadows, which in¬ 
cludes Roswell and Queen Adelaide 
Pits, is the first conservation site to 
be designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSl) by Natural 
England. 

Home to an abundance of rare birds, 
including bitterns, bearded tits and marsh 
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harriers, the wildlife haven was 
provisionally notified as an SSSI back in 
June. But after months of consultation with 
the public. Natural England has designated it 
as a new national conservation site. 

The designation also marks an extension of 
the area of the Kimmeridge Clay deposits, 
which now have the SSSI status. 

These deposits have yielded various fossil 
finds, including turtles, crocodiles and 
various dinosaurs such as plesiosaurs and 
ichthyosaurs. 


The designation came after a meeting last 
week where only one objection to the SSSI 
was heard - from the site’s owner, Jeremy 
Tyrrell, of Ely Marine Ltd. 

The company claims Natural England has 
exaggerated the importance of the site’s 
wildlife and that there are few rare birds 
there. 

Mr Tyrrell’s ambitious plans to create 
mooring pitches on the pits, as well as walks 
and activity training areas around them, 
could now be threatened by the SSSI, which 
local authorities must adhere to when 
considering development plans.

Wider gates plan 
for war memorial 


THE entrance to Ely’s war 
memorial will be widened 
because people are strugg¬ 
ling to fit through it. 

Councillors in Ely have laun¬ 
ched plans to increase the width 
of the city’s war memorial gate 
after reports of difficulties on 
Remembrance Sunday last in 
November. 

Hundreds of people flocked to 
the Market Square memorial to 
salute the fallen in two World 
Wars and other conflicts. 

But according to councillors, 
when it came to accessing the 
memorial, some pensioners had 
trouble manoeuvring in and out 
through the wrought-iron gate. 

The City of Ely Council is now 
looking into widening the gate as 
part of the city’s street furniture 
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refurbishment contract. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs said: “The 
war memorial is a very sacred 
and special place in the centre of 
Ely. 

“On Remembrance Sunday, 
people, especially pensioners, 
had difficulty getting through 
the gate, which is when we 
decided something needed to be 
done. 

“It has been quite a few years 
since any changes have been 
made to the memorial and we 
hope that if we can widen the 
gate it will make it more acc¬ 
essible to the public.” 

The council is also considering 
placing a metal strip on top of 


the spiked railings surrounding 
the memorial. 

But Cllr Philip Eden, chair of 
the street furniture committee, 
denied it was for safety reasons. 
He said: “We are not looking at 
putting the metal strip up 
because of health and safety 
concerns. 

“That is not the case at all and 
we have never had any issues or 
incidents flagged up about it. 

“We set money aside every 
year to spend on war memorials 
and there is some left over which 
we want to put to good use. 

“Widening the gate is the vital 
work that needs to take place, as 
the memorial needs to be acc¬ 
essible to everyone. 

“The council will be carrying 
out all the work by itself.”

The news “delighted” members of the 
Local Campaigners for the Protection of 
Rural Ely (LCPRE), who have been 
fighting to get the beauty spot protected 
for years. 

Andrew Balmford, chairman of the 
group, said: “On behalf of all of our 
members I would like to express our 
delight at Natural England’s decision to 
approve the designation of the pits and 
meadows as an SSSL 

“This is a fantastic recognition of the 
national-level importance of this area, 
not only for the spectacular fossils it 
contains but for the wildlife it supports. 

“We are now calling on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council to take full 
account of the importance of this area as 
they develop their plans for the city and 
in particular, drawing up the proposals 
for Ely Country Park.” 

A spokesman for Ely Marine Ltd said 
he was waiting for a transcript from last 
week’s meeting where the decision was 
made before making a comment. 

He added: “The meeting was a pleasant 
one and part of a long and complicated 
process.” 

Shaun Thomas, Natural England’s East 
of England director, said: “The des¬ 
ignation of Ely Pits and Meadows SSSI 
ensures that the nationally important 
wildlife and geology of the area will be 
fully recognised and taken into account 
in the future management and uses of 
the site. 

“We recognise the important roles of 
the owners and managers of the land and 
will work with them and other public 
bodies to develop means to secure the 
sustainable management of the area.” 


End of the road 
in homes battle 


DEVASTATED housing 
association tenants will be 
evicted from their homes 
after plans to replace them 
with ultra-modern flats 
were finally given the go- 
ahead. 

People living in Walsingham 
Way and West Fen Road, Ely, will 
have to move into temporary 
accommodation when work 
begins on the controversial 
scheme by the landlord. 

Hereward Housing is set to 
demolish odd-numbered prop¬ 
erties from 1-15 Walsingham Way 
and 87, 89 and 91A West Fen Road 
to make way for 28 flats. 

Determined residents have 
been battling to quash the 
scheme for the past three years. 
Original plans could have seen 
almost the entire area buUdozed 
and replaced with 170 flats. 

But despite their tireless eff¬ 
orts - and the project being 
thrown out by planners on 
numerous occasions - Here- 
ward’s recent appeal to the plan¬ 
ning inspectorate was successful. 

Pensioner Mac Knott, of 
Walsingham Way, lives opposite 
the site and helped lead protests 
against the plans. 

He said: “We have battled to 
throw these plans out for a long. 
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long time and thought we had 
been successful a few times. 

“But it just kept rearing its 
head and we have lost to the 
association - it is bad news and I 
am gutted. 

“At the appeal and at all the 
planning meetings, we have told 
them the effects this awful 
development wiU have on us but 
it has not got us anywhere.” 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr Sheila 
Friend-Smith, who has brokered 
talks between leaseholders and 
the association, said it marked 
the “end of the road” in the battle 
against the plans. 

She said: “I am very disapp¬ 
ointed and I know that there are 
a lot of people out there who will 
be as well. 

“Over the years residents have 
made such good representations 
at meetings and it is clear that 
they love their homes. But this 
decision does mark the end of 
the road for the battle.” 

Residents, many of whom are 
pensioners and have lived in 
their homes for decades, do not 
want to live in the flats proposed 
by the association. 

But Hereward says it simply 


wants to provide more social 
housing in Ely and insists re¬ 
building is the only way to bring 
the street up to standard. 

Lisa Beck, Hereward regional 
director, said: “We are pleased 
that the planning inspectors have 
supported our planning appli-

A ROMANTIC love letter 
dating back almost 270 
years has been discovered 
in the attic of Ely Cath¬ 
edral. 

The adoring note, written in 
1740, was found folded under¬ 
neath floorboards by builders 
who were carrying out 
renovation work in the Almonry 

It was not until cathedral staff 
unravelled the mystery missive 
that a tale of passion and affect¬ 
ion came to life. 

The letter - addressed to 
“Miss Peacocke in Ely” - 
captures the heartache of 
William Simpson, who it 
appears had to leave the woman 
he loved to go to London. 

Describing her as his “dear 
soul”, WiUiam explains how he 
was the happiest person alive 
when he was with her in Ely and 
pleads for her to keep in touch 



with him when he moves to diff¬ 
erent cities. 

As a symbol of his love, 
William had also tucked a 
contemporary playing card - the 
two of hearts - inside the note. 

Officials at the cathedral are 
now deciding whether to frame 
the note and keep it in the 
building or to have it archived in 
Ely Museum. 

Lesley-Anne Thompson, a 
spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral, 
said: “This is such a wonderful 
find and we cannot believe how 
close we discovered it to Valent¬ 
ine’s Day 

“Everything about the letter is 
special - from the ancient style 
of writing to the words used to 
describe her, it is clear that 
William was in love. 

“We are now trying to find out 
as much as possible about who 
William and Miss Peacocke were 
and also where the letter can be 
kept safe for everyone to enjoy 

“The cathedral, like all medi¬ 


eval buildings, is steeped with 
history and we are excited at 
what other things we could find 
when carrying out extensive 
renovation work here.” 

Archivists at the cathedral 
believe Miss Peacocke was a live- 
in servant at the Almonry to the 
widowed Reverend Canon 
Samuel Knight, who was born in 
1678 and died in 1746. 

She could be identified with 
Sarah, daughter of John and 
Elizabeth Peacocke, baptised in 
Holy Trinity Church on 
February, 27, 1723, or she could 
have come from further away 

It is known that when WiUiam 
moved to London, he was 
apprenticed as a clockmaker in 
1741 and became a freeman of 
the Clockmaker s’ Company in 
1749. 

It has not yet known whether 
his love for her prospered and no 
record of their marriage has 
been found yet.

Bypass bid is 
rejected again 

PLANS to build a £15million southern 
bypass for Ely so drivers can avoid one of 
the most frequently damaged bridges in 
the UK have once again been rejected. 

The East of England Regional Ass¬ 
embly (EERA) has thrown out proposals 
for the Ely-Stuntney Road, saying it does 
not fit in with regional policy 
For years, it has been claimed the 
bypass would solve the problem of traffic 
chaos in the Ely area and divert vehicles 
away from the bridge under the railway 
on the A142 Station Road. 

Supporters hope funding for the road 
can be found elsewhere. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
strategic development committee, said 
the committee will not stop pushing 
plans for the route and will be seeking 
other ways to fund the scheme.

It may 
be cheaper for the 
council to resurface, 
but this means repairs 
cost a lot more than a 
proper resurface job in 
the first case. It’s a 
false economy. 


I also believe the 
council does not adopt 
appropriate practices to 
stop damage by 
contractors of the 
services companies 
who hack holes in the 
tarmac often instead of 
using a disc cutter 
around the hole first. 

I have informed and 
forwarded a 
contractors’ training 
handbook to Malcolm 
Moss MP, which 
contains minimum 
standards 
recommended by 
tarmac manufactures 
for UK roads including 


foundation, aggregates 
and bitumen and tar 
viscosities and 
formulas, and repairs of 
subsidence and surface 
defects and their 
causes. 

This is the roadman’s 
Holy Bible of standards 
to maintain and 
practise.

The housing 
shortage will not go 
away whatever 
Government is in 
power and if we 
can’t give them the 
growth they want on 
our terms it will be 
imposed upon us. 
Ely’s recent 
population increase 
has already changed 
the character of the 
city forever. We are 
no longer the self 
sufficient market 
town we once were, 
serving a largely 
agricultural-based 
economy. 

Our residents are far 


more diverse and our 
skills base much 
wider. Instead of 
wringing our hands 
in despair we should 
be welcoming the 
opportunities that 
this influx of new 
blood opens up, 
especially the 
chance to attract 
more quality 
employment here in 
Ely. 

The original draft 
Masterplan never 
pretended to be the 
perfect solution to all 
of Ely’s problems, 
but it was an 
imaginative and 
inspirational vision of 
how Ely might 
develop over the 
next 20 years, 
compiled with the 
help of expert 
consultants. It would 
have provided 
citizens with a 
valuable basis for 
intelligent debate 
and an outline of 
what might manifest, 
along with the 
relative risks of 
failure if certain key 
elements could not 
be achieved. 

It is a tragedy that 
Ely’s residents have 
been deprived of the 
opportunity to read it 
and contribute their 
views by reactionary 
and censorious 
Liberal Democrats.

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Chaos reigns as mercury falls 


FREEZING temperatures 
turned the region’s roads 
into death-traps iast week. 
Aimost 150 crashes were 
reported in Cambridgeshire 
aione last Wednesday, 
causing traffic chaos and 
serious injuries. 

One of the major incidents 
invoived a crash on the A10 
near Little Thetford. 

Nigel Sawtell, 48, was on 
his way to Ely’s Lancaster 
Way Business Park when 
his Chrysler Neon skidded 
into the path of an on¬ 
coming car. 

He said: “I was driving 
sensibly and it was a very 


gentle bend, but the car just 
started to slide. 

“I’ve never skidded like that 
in 30-odd years on the 
road. 

“The roads were a bit of a 
death-trap as they catch 
you completely unaware. 
“My thoughts are now with 
the woman injured in the 
crash - she managed to 
walk away and was treated 
with paramedics. I just 
hope she’s okay.” 

Other major incidents saw a 
car plough into an electricity 
pylon near Cottenham, 
while a car flew off the 
same road around an hour 


later and finished up in a 
ditch. 

But council bosses insisted 
the decision to cut back on 
the number of roads gritted 
because of limited salt 
supplies did not contribute 
to the carnage. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
heavy rain and flooding of 
many roads, combined with 
the freezing temperature, 
means grit does not often 
work. 

“We again ask that drivers 
slow down and respect 
other road users.”

Woman spared 
jail over fraud 


A WOMAN who conned her ex¬ 
girlfriend out of thousands of 
pounds has been placed under a 
strict supervision order. 

Catherine Spinks, of West Drive 
Gardens, Soham, robbed her former 
partner, Jennifer Morgan, of almost 
£3,000 last year. 

The 25 year old forged Ms Morgan’s 
signature when signing cheques and 
used her credit cards to withdraw cash 
on a regular basis. 

Having pleaded guilty to four charges 
of fraud by false representation at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court in January, Spinks 
was sentenced last Thursday 

The bench also took into consider¬ 
ation a total of 33 similar offences. 

Laura Martell, prosecuting, told the 
court how Spinks forged HSBC cheques 
and used them to withdraw cash from 
the Money Shop in Cambridge on two 
occasions between May and June 2008. 

She also used Morgan’s HSBC and 
Barclays credit cards twice between 
January and March, withdrawing a 
total of £180. 

Taking into account Spink’s other 
offences, her ex-girlfriend was 
defrauded of £1,320 from her HSBC 
account and £1,664 from Barclays.

Cambridge’s Money Shop also lost 
out on £500 through her actions. 

Spinks was arrested by police after 
being alerted by Ms Morgan and ad¬ 
mitted to them that she had been 
stealing from her. 

Presiding magistrate. Sue Thompson, 
told Spinks: “We consider your actions 
to be extremely serious. 

“If magistrates had not recomm¬ 
ended a high level community order 
when you entered guilty pleas in 
January we could have quite easily sent 
you to prison, so you should be very 
grateful.” 

Spinks was ordered to complete 100 
hours of unpaid community work as 
well as being placed under supervision 
for the next 12 months. 

She was also ordered to pay £100 
compensation to HSBC, £100 to her ex¬ 
lover and £50 to the Money Shop in 
Cambridge. 

Since the thefts, HSBC has refunded 
Ms Morgan the £1,320 but Barclays 
refused to refund the money taken from 
it.

Electron 
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River users face 
new drink rules

BOAT users on the region’s 
waterways could find them¬ 
selves facing the same drink¬ 
driving rules as motorists - 
although Cambridge’s famous 
punts are likely to be exempt 
from any new regulations. 

The Department for Transport has 
just launched consultations on which 
smaller and slower vessels would be 
excluded from the new law, such as 
those less than seven metres in length 
and with a maximum design speed of 
seven knots or less. 

But boating organisations have 
raised concerns about how the law 
would be policed on local rivers and 
whether it would be practical. 

Alistair Reid, secretary of the Great 
Ouse Boating Association which rep¬ 
resents river users on the Great Ouse, 
Cam and associated waterways, said: 
“On this part of the river I think it 
would be unnecessary. There are not 
many accidents caused by people 
drinking. 

“I don’t think that on rivers locally it 
is a major problem.” 

Mr Reid said that boating organ¬ 
isations did not condone drinking to 
excess while using a boat and that 
some members would not drink at all 
until their boats were moored. 

He said the real danger point was 
people falling into the water after they 
had been drinking, rather than boats 
crashing. Smaller hire boats, where 
there could be problems, were likely to 
be exempt. 

Mr Reid said there would be a 
problem policing the rule, which was 
aimed at larger vessels capable of 
going to sea. 

In 2007, the Government announced 
plans to introduce similar alcohol 
restrictions for leisure boaters to those 
in force for professional seafarers. The 
limit would be the same as for car 
drivers, 80 milligrams of alcohol to 100 
millilitres of blood. 

A Department for Transport spokes¬ 
man said the rules would apply to river 
craft and would be enforced by the 
police. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
police said it was too early to 
comment.

AntiCoagulation Europe, the 
charity behind the campaign says 
around 32,000 people die each year as 
a result of blood clots acquired in UK 
hospitals - more than from breast 
cancer. Aids and road traffic 
collisions combined. 

Eve Knight, its chief executive, 
said: “It really is a public health 
emergency What the campaign is try¬ 
ing to do is save lives.” 

County snooker player Joe Perry 
helped launch the campaign at WT’s 
Snooker Club. 

It will first target the East of 
England and the East Midlands, 
before moving on to the rest of the 
UK. 

Hospitals such as Addenbrooke’s, 
which is committed to giving risk 
assessments, are fuUy behind it.

Mrs Knight, who has herself suff¬ 
ered from deep vein thrombosis, a 
blood clot in the leg or thigh, and pul¬ 
monary embolisms, which occur 
when a clot blocks the supply of blood 
to the lungs, said: “I am lucky I am 
alive. And it’s not just of having it and 
getting over it - you suffer from all 
sorts of problems that can disrupt 
your life.” 

The charity estimates that 301 lives 
could be saved in Cambridgeshire 
each year. 

Mrs Knight said: “One of the most 
important elements of the campaign 
is the pledge for the public to tell at 
least one other person about the risk 
of getting hospital-acquired blood 
clots and how to prevent it.”

on Hyundai i20 



■ THE HYUNDAI 120... when sensible doesn’t have to mean dull. 


WITH all the turmoil in the 
economy, when it comes to 
buying a new car sensible 
is the new black. 

Sensible can mean many things 
to many different people, though. 
Appearance, equipment levels, 
running costs, driving character¬ 
istics and - obviously - price, are 
all valid suggestions. But even 
when times were good, finding all 
those attributes in one car was a 
tough task. 

So thank goodness for Hyundai 
- the Korean firm’s rise has 
everything to do with reading the 
market and delivering cars that 
people would want to buy A novel 
concept I know, but it’s one that a 
surprising number of makers 
have failed to fully understand. 

And as sure as night follows day 
and the ilO followed the iSO, 
Hyundai’s latest offering is the 
i20, a car that conveniently fills 
the gap between its city car and 
family hatch cousins respectably 

Hyundai might be pitching the 
i20 as a supermini but the car is 
more than capable of accommo¬ 
dating the needs of a growing 
family - the i20 doesn’t appear to 
be a compromise. Everything 
about the car either matches or 
exceeds your expectations. 

Priced at a little over £8,000, the 
car maker’s small offering is a 


five-door hatch boasting familiar 
styling cues to its larger and 
smaller relatives. The car’s nose, 
its smooth curves, gently sloping 
roof and clean, fuss-free tailgate 
complete an attractive and 
practical package. 

Under the bonnet is a choice of 
1.2 and 1.4-litre petrol engines (77 
and 99bhp respectably), plus a 1.4 
diesel offering a choice of 74 and 
89bhp. For those with a need to 
know, both diesels duck under the 
magic 120g/km C02 barrier. The 
petrol engines emit 124 and 
133g/km respectively 

The good news is that, so long 
as you’re an undemanding sort, 
the 1.2 option will be more than 
adequate for all but the toughest 
of tasks. Quiet at motorway 
speeds yet able to keep up with 
traffic, the 1.2-litre tiddler zings 
around town without complaint. 

With its spacious cabin - there’s 
even plenty of room in the back 
for a well-fed adult or two - 
practicality is a high-ranking 
attribute. Ditto for refinement, be 
it the car’s supple ride, good levels 
of sound insulation, the quality of 
the cabin materials and the 
operation of the various controls 
and displays. 

It’s worth noting that, despite 
the car’s asking price, the overall 
experience is comparable to one 
costing a darn sight more. 


Hyundai has done a good job of 
balancing the notoriously tricky 
price-versus-standard-equipment 
situation. Entry-level Classic trim 
buyers get to sample the likes of 
driver, passenger, side and curtain 
airbags, aircon, electric front 
windows, radio/CD player (plus 
an aux socket), adjustable 
steering column and seat height 
adjustment for the driver. 

Move up to the middle Comfort 
model and you can add alloy 
wheels, electric rear windows, 
iPod and USB ports for the audio 
unit plus six speakers, powered 
and heated door mirrors and a 
trip computer. Topping the range 
is the Style model, which adds the 


likes of a metal-look fascia, 
leather seat facings, front fog 
lamps, leather steering wheel and 
gear knob and climate control. 

You’ve got to agree that such a 
haul of kit is an embarrassment 
of riches in this sector of the 
market - certainly when you cast 
your gaze across to the main¬ 
stream European opposition. And 
it gets better; a five year 
unlimited mileage warranty Talk 
about a sensible approach to 
motoring. 

Basically
